4.000  aim  at  Timp  top; 
maybe  half  will  make  it 

Summit  of  Mt.  Timpanogos  with  its  panoramic  view 
of  some  of  Utah’s  most  beautiful  country  will  be  the  goal 
of  4,000  hikers  Saturday  on  the  51st  annual  Timpanogos 
Hike. 

Scores  of  climbers  from  all  over  the  country  will  hit 
the  winding  trail  beginning  at  4 a.m.,  and  an  estimated 

2.000  are  expected  to  reach  the  12,000-foot  summit  of 
Utah’s  most  famous  mountain  before  noon. 

Activities  will  be  initiated  Friday  at  8 p.m.  when  thou- 
sands assemble  at 'the  amphitheater  in  beautiful  Theater 
of  the  Pines  at  Aspen  Grove,  starting  point  of  the  world’s 
largest  community  climb.  The  program  will  include  com- 
munity singing,  a variety  program,  awarding  of  Timp  sticks 
and  a huge  bonfire.  Following  the  two-hour  program,  which 
sets  the  atmosphere  for  the  climb,  hikers  will  bed  down  for 
a few  hours  sleep  before  the  4 a.m.  start. 

Reports  from  the  forest  rangers  in  the  area  indicate 
the  trail,  which  winds  seven  and  a half  miles  up  the  hillside 
of  Timpanogos,  is  in  good  condition;  and  there  will  be 
snow  and  a big  glacier  to  promise  a better  climb  than  usual. 
The  completed  trip  will  take  most  hikers  from  six  to  ten 
hours,  stated  Dr.  Israel  Heaton,  chairman  of  the  hike.

Longer  ensembles  best . . . 

Youthful  enthusiasm 
flows  through  opera

From  overture  to  final  curtain,  last  evening’s  Opera 
Workshop  presentation  of  Victor  Herbert’s  “Sweethearts” 
flowed  with  a youthful  enthusiasm  which  was  both  musical 
and  entertaining.  While  under  the  adept  baton  of  Dr.  Don 
L.  Earl  the  entire  company — principals,  chorus  and  orches- 
tra— deftly  combined  their  several  talents  into  two  hours 
of  d.  lightful  fun,  special  mention  of  at  least  two  perform- 
ers must  be  made. 

BRENDA  MORRISON  employed  the  resources  of  her 
lovely  soprano  voice  to  vivify  the  role  of  Sylvia,  about  whom 
the  entire  opera  revolves.  Her  singing  of  the  well-known 
and  ever-popular  title  song,  “Sweethearts,”  was  beautifully 
done. 

Surely  one  of  the  musical  highlights  of  the  production 
was  the  performance  of  Gene  Larson  as  Prince  Franz  in  the 
singing  of  “For  Every  Lover.”  His  strong,  vibrant  baritone 
voice  filled  Smith  Auditorium  with  pleasant  sounds  and  was 
convincingly  princely. 

ALTHOUGH  OTHER  individuals  might  be  mentioned 
for  the  quality  of  their  performances,  in  general  the  longer 
ensembles  were  superior  in  dramatic  content  and  movement 
to  the  solos,  in  spite  of  the  frequent  unintelligibility  of 
words.  At  times  the  stage  business  appeared  contrived  and 
artificial,  and  often  lines  of  the  dialogue  were  lost  to  the 
audience  through  faulty  timing  or  excessive  movement. 

The  stage  setting  itself  was  unconvincing  due  to  a lack 
of  plasticity  in  the  dimensionalization  of  the  necessary  flat 
surfaces.  The  lighting  was  rather  unimaginative  and  at 
times  inadequate  to  the  excitement  on  stage.  These  things, 
however,  and  several  others  unmentioned  here  for  lack  of 
space,  are  details  which  did  not  greatly  detract  from  the 
general  excellence  of  the  show.

More  students 
this  summer 
than  in  past 

This  year’s  first  summer  ses- 
sion enrollment  totals  have  top- 
ped former  highs  by  almost  400 
according  to  Dean  A.  Peterson, 
director  of  summer  school. 

The  1962  total  reached  3,500 
he  said.  Largest  former  -enroll- 
ments for  the  same  period  were

Forty-three  per 
cent  of  the  enrollment  are  grad- 
uates, a five  per  cent  increase 
over  1961,  Dean  Peterson  point- 
ed out.

BYU’s  schedule  of  art  exhib- 
its, concerts,  plays,  television 
and  radio  productions,  forensic 
tournaments,  recitals  and  dance 
programs  will  be  nearly  doub- 
led with  the  completion  of  the 
new  fine  arts  center. 

According  to  Dean  Conan  E. 
Mathew§  of  the  College  of  Fine 
Arts,  hundreds  more  speech, 
dramatic  arts,  music  and  art 
students  will  be  graduated  with 
experience  in  actual  participa- 
tion because  of  the  increased 
facilities  the  new  center  will 
provide. 

CONTRACT  for  the  construc- 
tion of  the  fine  arts  center  re- 
cently was  awarded  to  Alfred 
Brown  Company  of  Salt  Lake 
City,  and  heavy  equipment  is 
now  excavating  on  the  site. 
Completion  is  expected  in 
slightly  over  two  years. 

Dean  Mathews  explained 
that  during  the  1961-62  school 
year  the  • BYU  fine  arts  depart- 
ments sponsored  16  art  exhib- 
its, eight  major  plays,  23  major 
forensic  and  debate  tournaments 
and  contests,  120  musical  con- 
certs and  recitals,  70  student 
productions,  dance  concerts  and 
an  increased  program  of  radio 
and  television  broadcasts. 

“We  feel  we  should  and  will 


nearly  double  this  program  in 
the  new  building,”  he  added. 

THE  ACADEMIC  building  will 
house  four  theaters;  a recital 
hall;  64  class,  seminar,  labora- 
tory and  studio  rooms;  112  of- 
fices and  conference  rooms;  57 
musical  practice  rooms;  26 
speech  practice  cubicles;  12 
rooms  for  costumes  and  scen- 
ery storage  and  dressing  rooms; 
two  drama  rehearsal  rooms;  10 
lobby  and  foyer  areas-;  15  tele- 
vision, radio,  audio-visual  and 
studio  control  rooms;  radio  and 
television  sound  stages;  .art 
storage  area;  band  and  orches- 
tra rehearsal  rooms;  and  a grand 
gallery. 

The  grand  gallery  will  open 
in  three  levels  from  floor  to 
ceiling  and  will  serve  as  foyer 
for  the  entire  building,  lobby 
for  the  theaters  and  art  gal- 
lery o.n  the  main  floor  and  ar- 
ound the  balconies.  It  will  mea- 
sure 62  x 100  feet,  and  with 
dividers  can  provide  750  linear 
feet  of  display  space  for  art 
exhibits. 

DEAN  MATHEWS  explained 
that  the  center  will  not  contain 
a large  concert  hall  because  it 
is  primarily  an  academic  build- 
ing. Plays  and  operas  will  be 
repeated  for  many  days,  prob- 
ably a week’s  run,  to  provid  ad- 
ditional experience  for  the  stu- 
dent casts.
